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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR

been entered. Claims 22-39 remain allowable. An informality remains, however. 

Objection is raised to figure 2, and also to the figure legend. (The original figure legend 
was present on page 4 of the specification, and subsequently amended pursuant to paper No. 
7, filed 5/7/01). In figure 2, four separate graphs are shown. If all of these are going 
to be present in one "figure", then each of the four graphs should be labeled separately, i.e., 
2A, 2B, 2C and 2D. A related matter concerns the designations la, lb, Id, and le in figure 
2. It appears that in figure 2, applicants may intend for "la" to refer to the compound of 
figure la, and for "lb" to refer to the compound of figure lb, etc. However, the presence 
of the designations la, lb, Id, and le in figure 2 generates confusion. It is suggested that 
the designations la, lb, Id, and le not be used at all, or at least not in the way that they are 
currently being used. As for the figure legend, a description of each of figures 2 A, 2B, 
2C and 2D should be provided. 
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Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle 
[1935 CD. 11,453 O.G.213].
